MARION, Dec. 18. — Senator Harry 


S. New of Indiana told President-elect 
Hardng today tnat an agreement be- 
tween Great Britain,, Japan and the 
'United States for disarmament would 
do more to safeguard peace than a 
league of nations. 


No indication of pVobable cabinet 


selections was made at Marion today. 


Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler in his 


interview with Senator Harding today, 
predicted the early fall of the Soviet j 
regime in Russia because of the eco- 
nomic conditions existing there. 


Any league or association 
of na- 


tions built about a governing body, 
which is supposed to have authority to ' 
enforce its decisions on the members 
is doomed to failure, Senator James 
A. Reed, of Missouri, said today after 
his conference with Senator Harding. 


The country, he said, had given its 


decision in regard to such a league in 
unmistakable terms and any man who 
failed to heed that decision would be 
breaking faith with the American peo- 
ple.

He stated, however, that he favored' 


arrangements either thru' an associa- 
tion or thru diplomatic means for the 
Ironing out of honest misunderstand- 
ings among nations and so preventing 
wars.
